i The American Indians seldom have 
an opportunity to be heard, but they 
always have ample opportunities to 
suffer; and nearly all oi the wars of 
the past 200 years have been caused by 
injustice and oppression, the white 
men being the oiiginal aggressors. 


Recently there was a council of Sioux 


Indians at Pine Kidge agency, and they 
sent four chiefs to Washington to me- 
morialize the congress for justice. They 
appeared before the senate committee 
on Indian affairs, and presented their 
memorial, which has just been pnnted. 
The document is signed by Red Cloud, 
Amencan Horse. Clarence.Three Stars 
Sid Patrick High Star. Their state- 
ment of grievances is, in part, as fol-

Cody-Salisbury contracts call 101 
Daymen! of services 'In lawful money of 
the United States' If the orders issued b> 
itfie Wild West company on Asay and his 
rabbins machine are lawful money of the 
.•United States, then all this goes for noth- 
ing A suit In equity should be brought 
against the Buffalo Bill Wild West com- 
pany for every cent that has been paid the 
Indians in orders on Aaay's store, and the 
amount due eadh paid to tlie individual In- 
dian who rendered service in cash as pet 
contract An Investigation will bring out 
more facts In connection with this robbing 
scheme. Asay should be kept off the reser- 
vation altogether his removal from the 
Indian country was a step In the right

"I earned it in public life in •warfare, 


My grandfather was a chief, but my 
father refused to be appointed chiefr 
consequently the chieftainship went 
to another branch of the family. But 
nben they came to select these four 
men to be the rulers of the people in 
their roving life, I was selected as a 
representative of that branch of the 
jhieftainship of which my grandfather 
was a chief. 
. 
"Personally, my own belief is that 


there is a God, a Supreme God, and, 
while I am not an official, I am in sym- 
pathy with all religious worlj, and I 
urge my people to attend churches and 
become church members. As a people 
we have permanent convictions. We 
believe in a Supreme God, and we have 
a way of approaching Him. The sun 
dance was one way. Personally, I be- 
lieved in the sun dance in the old days, 
and I have been prominent in it. We 
nave a sort of rude cross—whether it 
means cross or not—we have somehow 
got the idea to put medicine and some 
other things on the top of a tree in a 
sort of cross shape. It resembles some- 
thing like the cross of the Christian 
people, but we do not know how we 
got the idea. I Anyway, we got the idea 
of putting something on the tree when 
we worship God, and I believe we prac- 
tice the religion more strictly than 
white people do; that is, we do what 
we preach. Whether anyone condemns 
us or not, we do it." 


Red Cloud, the famous war chief of 


the Sioux nation, presented a pitiful 
spectacle. He is almost blind and very

A pan or saucepan of hot water placed 


in an oven will keep meat and pastry 
from being scorched or dried. 


Tin tea kettles may be made as bright 


as new by simply rubbing them with n 
woolen rag dipped in oil and then wip- 
ing quite dry with a clean cloth. 


A spoonful of vinegar added to the 


water in which meat and poultry are 
boiled makes them more tender. 


The water in which potatoes have 


been boiled is very effective in keeping 
silver bright. It can be bottled for use, 
and if required to be kept a longtime 
a tenth part of methylated spirits will 
do this.—Chicago Record. 


Pickle for Meat. 


We have successfully used the follow- 


ing recipe in hot weather to keep ven- 
ison, mutton, etc.: One-half ounce of 
carbonate of potash, one-half ounce of 
saltpetre, one-half pound of sugar, one 
pound of salt. Mix, make one gallon of 
brine; dissolve in cold water. Cut up 
the meat and salt very lightly, over 
night, to draw out the blood. Then 
cover with the brine.—Housekeeper. 


Creamed Flab. 


Take cold boiled fish, remove bones, 


flake it, mince a few sprigs of water- 
cress or parsley, cover with sweet milk, 
seald and season with salt and white 
pepper just before sending to the table. 
This is a delicate breakfast or lunch 
dish. Meaty fish, like cod. halibut and 
salmon, require strong seasoning.—Bos-

knife so often and with such deadly 
effect. "Now, tell me v* hat you are here 
for." 
"I am 76 years old and cannot see 


very well. The light hurts my eyes. 1 
was horn on Bluewater creek, which 
is a branch of the Platte river. It is 
about 13 miles from the place Gen 
Harney killed the Eosebud Indians. 1 
have usually lived in the vicinity of th« 
Black Hills. The Great Creator pro- 
vided us abundantly with buffalo and 
deer, and the trees gave us their fruit 
The -white man came and despoiled us. 
I first came here to see President Grant, 
and all the other presidents hive con- 
sidered me their friend. I have been 
on Kosebud agency for 28 years. I 
now come, as an old man, pleading 
for my'people. We do not want our 
lands allotted to us in severalty. We 
are willing to become fanners, as our 
white brothers demand, but the lands 
are bad and fit only for grazing and 
raising cattle and horses. We have 
tried to plant, but the sun in July and 
August scorches everything. There is 
not enough water for agricultural life 
There ai c only a few places where ev en 
the cattle can get a liung in summei 
time. 


"You see, I am very old and unfit to 


go anywhere, but my people urged me 
to come and shake 3 our hand and beg 
you to help my people. I want the 
good white men in congress to let us 
bave our lands in common. You have 
taken a whole continent. Can you not 
let our little remnant live in peace? 


"The white men who came among us 


when we were wild and married our I 
maidens are now •» part of our tribe, [ 
and we want them and their children 
protected. But we want no more white 
men to come among \ra. They marry 
our girls merely to obtain tribal rights, 
and then they cheat us out of our best 
1 ands. If we punish them or drive then) 
out you send a big army. Wewaniyou 
to keep them all away from us and 
let us live in peace." 


Senator Pettigrew asked about the 


sun dance, and American Horse Raid: 
"The sun dance is a period of reli- 
gious excitement. Your missionaries 
told us the Saviour will come again. 
Sometimes our young men think that 
He is coming, and they dance and have 
a good time. It is all right." 


Senator Pettigrew inquired: "Do you 


think the Saviour will come to the In- 
dians?" 
* "Of course," replied American Horse 
"When He came to the white men they 
killed Him; and He will come to'the 
Indians the next time, for we will re 
ceive Him gladly."

Prof. Gibson has given a liberal share of 
his space to oar great wars, and more 
particularly to our civil war. He recog- 
nizes the fact that "war is cruelty, and 
yon oannot refute It," but believes that a 
real appreciation of the principles for 
which our form of government stands is 
Impossible without a knowledge of the 
struggles through which she passed to es- 
tablish them. It is in this part of bis 
book that Mr. Gibson is most soooesstul. 
Having been a soldier himself, and terved 
under Gen. Sherman In his march to the 
sea, his treatment of the civil war, princi- 
pal military movements, it especially In- 
teresting.

Who is the Kicker? 


Nearly all of tbe European nations and 


•ome of tbe South American states have 
registered protests against the passage of 
the DIngley protective tariff bill. It Is 
worthy of note, and should cause a lot of 
people to reflect that none of these nations 
objected to the passage of the low taiiff 
Wilson bill. 
The reason Is apparent. 


Ube Wilson bill opened the United States 
market to the products of the labor of 
these countries at tbe expense of Ameri- 
can labor and American prosperity while 
tbe Dingley bill, like the MoKinley bill, 
Is intended to put our people to work and 
make our own country prosperous. Tbe 
American tariff policy which suits for- 
eign nations is supported by the Demo- 
cratic party. Tbe tariff policy that does 
not suit foreign nations that want con- 
trol over our n-arkec Is advocated by tbe 
Bepubllcan party. These are tbe facts 
from which there is no escape and which 
cannot be explained away after an experi- 
ence with the Wilson tarlS which no 
American citizen wanbs to encounter 
again. 


This calls to mind another item In our 


country's history which is Interesting 
when taken In connection with lj>e fore 
going facts. A year ago the Democratic 
party advocated the free coinage of silver 
as tbe only means of restoring prosperity 
to tbe i ountry. Four years before when 
tbe country was at tbe plnaole of prosper- 


X tty. when there were, good prices and 


plenty of work for all who desired it at 
remunerative wages, this same Demo- 
cratic party won tbe election on the as- 
sumption that the tariff had nothing to do 
with building up our industries; that tbe 
country would be more prosperous and 
wages better without a protective tariff; 
Chat the tariff was a useless tax on tbe 
consumer that they might well be rid of 
and tbac it only benefltted tbe manufac- 
turer. The result of Democratic success 
was an Instant trimming of business galls 
in preparation for a free trade or lew 
tariff era. Suspension of business, idle 
cess for workingroen, and general banS- 
rnptoy. Democratic success in 1892 did 
not make the country more prosperous 
and If it saved tariff taxes it also took 
away tbe bread from the mouths of 
American; workingmon and left them- 
without ability to buy the products of tbe 
American farmer.

The very newest bicycle feat has been 


accomplished by a Canadian French- 
man, Edouard de Bigne, of Toionto. 
He has invented a bicycle life-saving 
apparatus which he has patented, and 
is finishing- to present to the United 
States life-saving stations along the 
coast. There are 260 of, these picketed 
along the Atlantic and the Pacific and 
the great lakes. No country has the 
same amount of coast work that the 
United States has, and no country Is 
consequently more in need of aii for 
the already overworked coast life- 
savers. Last year they either rescued 
or assisted 4,000 persons. 


The bicycle invention is called a life 


buoy. It is destined to save life when 
the ship goes down. It is to be carried 
on board ocean steamers and on ferry 
boats in place of thft life-baving belt 
now in use, and it is to be sent to the 
life-saving stations to be stored away 
in some handy place where the life- 
corps can get hold of it at the signal of 
distress. 


The virtues of the life buoy are that 


It cannot sink. It is bound to float, 
and you cannot put it on wrong.

In the hands of an inex- 
perienced person the buoy would sail in 
one direction, bringing the person 
either to land or in sight of a ship m 
a short time. 
Mariners say that in case of being 


adrift upon the sea without chart or 
compass there is nothing as good as 
persistent sailing1 in one direction. The 
coarse is bound to cross that of some 
ocean steamer, while if 
a drifting 


course is taken a man may by some mis- 
fortune miss every craft upon the sea 
for days. 
Once seated in the bicycle seat a 


person is bound to be saved. Even if 
there is no knowledge of the bicycle he 
can sail superbly on. But if he under- 
stands the art of pedaling—and the 
man who does not is scarce nowadays— 
he can cariy himself rapidly through 
the water. The motion of the pedals 
operates the wheel at the rear of the 
machine, and that propels the bicycle 
onward. A lantern up in front of the 
sail lights the water and renders the 
life-buoy an object that can be spied 
far off. 
This apparatus, while it looks very 


complicated, is most simple. It can be 
token apart into 1£ pieces. But ordl- 
narily the whole is left in one piece, 
folded together like a camp stool. The 
pedals and handles fold and the blades 
of the screws come together, thua mak- 
ing the buoy one that can be stored in 
small space. 
The question of life-saving, says the 


Cincinnati Tribune, Is one that is oc- 
cupying more and more of the attention 
Df the United States authorities. When 
the life-saving service was organized in 
1871 ocean travel was small compared 
with the present day. There were" 
scarcely a hundred first-class passenger 
steamers plying between the seaport* 
of the countries, and, thongh accident* 
were more numerous, fewer lives were 
Imperiled when the accident did oc- 
cur. The lifeboats were adequate to 
hold all the passengers. But in these 
days, when hundreds of cabin passen- 
gers can be booked on an outgoing 
.teamer. It is impossible to supply half 
the number of rescuing boats needed if 
such a calamity as an ocean disaster 
should occur. For- these steamships 
the bicycle life buoy is of the utmost 
value. But its principal use is for the 
life-savers of the coast, who do heroic 
work every day in the year, and who 
last year saved tll.OOO.OOO worth of 
property from passenger and merchant 
steamships. They will ride the life- 
buoy out to the wreck, and come Cack 
riding the machine with the rescued 
party firmly tied to one of the cork 
pillow s that is warranted to float In any

Fortunately, the spring and early 


summer are comparatively free from 
the presence of flies unless ?hey are 
drawn from stables and various places 
attractive to them by the presence ol 
the debris of food on uncleaned tables, 
unswept dining-rooms or unclean 
kitchens, or by any Of the many causes 
which demand their presence as na- 
ture's scavengers. 
It is useless to put up screen doors at 


the entrances and screen doors at the 
windows to shut out the flies if you in 
vite them by negligence of the laws ol 
cleanliness. It is,just as easy to clew 
up the breakfast and dinner table and 
brush up the floor at once after the 
meal, and darken the room, as it is to 
let the table stand in the glare of the 
light to invite flies. If the table must 
wait for those who are not punctual at 
their meals, it should be carefully cov- 
ered with a square of cheesecloth, and 
the room should be darkened. No hot 
food or meats that will attract Alee 
should stand in this way, but should be 
kept hot on a plate set in hot water, cov- 
ered with an'inverted bowl and left in 
the oven. If the habit of sitting down 
to the table punctually be insisted upon 
and the food of those who are late is set 
aside to keep warm without waiting fot 
them, it will save the house from flie 
presence of many flies and help to keep 
the routine of work in order. 


The garbage pail and cleaning cloths 


are a fruitful cause of the presence ol 
flies. The only garbage bucket that 
should be tolerated is a covered one. 
The buckets for this purpose are made 
of galvanized iron, with a cover. This 
bucket should be scrubbed out with sal- 
soda and boiling water systematically 
'on the inside and outside, and thorough- 
ly rinsed. There is no e\cuse for the 
presence of dishes of uncovered food of 
any kind in the kitchen. As soon as 
food is brought in it should be covered 
ond set away. The habit of covering 
fruit with a wire cover while it is being 
prepared for the table will save the 
house from the presence of many of 
these useful but annoying little scav- 
engers. In short, make and keep all 
your premises as clean as possible be- 
fore you hang up fragrant cluster" of 
bush clover to drive away flies or put 
up wile screens, and neither expedient 
will be needful unless, always, the near 
presence of neighbors who are less care- 
ful necessitates the screens.—N. Y 
Tribune. 


Sbnd-Roe Salad.

everything depend* upon watchful and 
skillful nursing.
